At the regular weekly meeting of the 


Board of Education, held 
yesterday,

Professor Alexander reported having 


made a plan to buy a small piece of 
land in Pearl City, near the railroad, 
and close to what is known as Third 
street. 
Arrangements had all been 


made by which an acre and a half could 
be obtained, and when Professor Alex- 
ander went to see the woman who 
owned the small piece of land which 
would complete the acre and a half, it 
was found that she .had departed this 
life.

Mr. Bryan 
said that he Intended locating here if 
possible. 


A letter from a native, asking to be 


appointed school police at Kalaoa, was 
read. 


Miss Adeline M. Loehr was the name 


signed to a communication, asking for 
a position as teacher In the schools 
here. 
She is a graduate of Stanford 


University and the St. Louis Normal 
School, and sent from California a 
number of communications 
recom- 


mending her as a first-class teacher. 


J. W. Smith of Waiawa asked that 


his son, Vivian, be appointed his as- 
sistant. The matter will not "be acted 
upon until Mr. Scott can look into the 
accommodations of the school building 
at that place. 


Joseph Kealalio applied for the po- 


sition at the Pahoehoe School, which 
he said he had learned would soon be 
vacant. The Secretary was instructed 
to write Kealalio, informing him that 
the Board had received no news of 
such action. 


A communication from W. W. Hall, 


asking the Board to consider the name 
of Miss Stainson oJ California, for a 
position in the schools here as teach- 
er or as governess in some private 
family, was read. Mr. Hall's commu- 
nication was on behalf of some busi- 
ness acquaintances in California. The 
matter was referred to the Teachers' 
Committee. 


Mr. Scott announced to the Board

It shows very plainly what, the wish of 
the Honolulu people Is in the matter of 
the presidency. It shows also that it ts 
not a mere matter of gold or silver l«- 
hue that brought about the result. It 
shows rather that the people of Hono- 
lulu pin their faith to MrKinley be- 
cause he is pledged to annexation. 


According to reports the coming su- 


gar crop of Louisiana will be one of the 
largest ever produced in that State. 
There Is every prospect that the ton- 
nage of cane delivered at the factories 
will be very heavy, and the yield 
should bring satisfactory prices, in 
view of the reported damage to the 
beet crop and the bad outlook for the 
Cuban crop. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—The Presi- 


dential election of Tuesday, November 
3d, will be held under conditions which 
have never before prevailed, and which 
will render the official count a matter 
of difficulty and unusual delay. 


Since the last Presidential election 


almost every State which had not then 
adopted the Australian ballot system 
has, by State enactment, prescribed 
some form of secret blanket ballot, 
either based on the Australian plan or 
closely resembling it. The only excep- 
tions are Georgia, Louisiana, North 
Carolina and South Carolina. In the 
first three States named the old open 
ballot system prevails and the election 
machinery IB in the hands of the State 
authorities. In South Carolina there is 
what Is called a "reform ballot" In 
nearly all the other States blanket bal- 
lots will be cast, and in many of them 
the count will be complicated by the 
fact that State, legislative and county 
nominations are all printed on the 
same ballot -with the names of the 
Presidential electors. Connecticut has 
an envelope system and New Jersey 
prints each party ticket on a separate 
ballot 


Should the election be In any way 


close, It is, therefore, quite possible 
that It may be twenty-four hours, or 
even forty-eight hours, after the polls 
are closed before the result'is-known. 
In States like Nebraska, for instance, 
where, according to some estimates, 
there may not be a margin of 5,000 
votes either way, it will be impossible 
to arrive at a correct Judgment until 
all the back counties are heard from. 
The polls In the cities of some States 
close at 4 p. m., but in the country dis- 
tricts keep open until 6, and with a 
Governor, Legislature and county of- 
ficers to elect, all on one ballot, it will 
take at least twenty-four hours to com- 
plete the count. 


Some idea of the general trend of 


votes in Ohio can probably be obtained 
from the result of the counties in 
which Cincinnati and Cleveland are re- 
spectively situated, and these results 
will probably be known comparatively 
early. 


The two last Presidential elections 


have been singularly free from uncer- 
tainty. It was known at 10 a. m. on 
election day in 1888 that Mr. Harrison 
had defeated Mr. Cleveland, and it was 
known with equal certainty that Mr. 
Cleveland had defeated Mr. Harrison. 
But in the election of 18S4. when Mr. 
Cleveland defeated Mr. Blaine, the of- 
ficial result hung in doubt over the 
S'ate of New York for days. 


The fusion tickets will add a further 


element of difficulty in the Presidential 
count this year. 


Fusion has been arranged between 


the Populists and the Democrats on the 
electoral ticket in every Democratic 
State but Tennessee. Mississippi, Geor- 
gia, Alabama, Florida and Texas. In 
several of the Southern States, while 
there has been no formal fusion be- 
tween the Republicans and Populists 
on State tickets, local arrangements 
have been made that amount to fusion, 
and will have more or less to do with 
the result.

necticut. Delaware, Idaho. Illinois. In- 
diana.

Board of Health, held yesterday after- 
noon, there

Smith, Drs. Day, Wood, Emerson, Al- 
varez, Monsarrat and Messrs. Lansing, 
Reynolds and Keliipio. 


The quarterly report of Malulani 


Hospital showed fifty-three patients 


(taken In and $400.50 received from pay- 
' ing patients. 


Inspector Keliipio's report showed 


88,000 fish received at the Fish Market 
during the last two weeks. 


The Board voted to recommend to 


the Minister of the Interior that Dr. 
Burt S. Burgess be granted a license 
to practice, he having been duly rec- 
ommended by the Board of Medical Ex- 
aminers. 


Dr. Day presented an application 


from Dr. H. P. Hugus, who will ar- 
rive here on the next Australia, for 
any position that the Board may see 
fit to give him. 


Dr. "Weddick was appointed Govern- 


ment physician at Ewa permanently, 
together with the appointment at Wai- 
anae, temporarily. 
He was also made 


an agent of the Board of Health. 


A letter 
from a physician 
in the 


States and addressed to the "Secretary 
of State" of the Republic of Hawaii, 
asking questions regarding the regula- 
tions governing the Board of Health 
and other questions pertaining thereto 
•was read. 


President Smith asked the question 


if it would not be a good thing for 
the Board of Health to issue a small 
pamphlet containing regulations gov- 
erning the Board, laws regarding phy- 
sicians, and all matters of Interest per- 
taining to the work of the Board for 
the information of physicians, agents 
of the Board of Health and for the pur- 
pose of sending abroad to all persons 
desiring information 
such as that 


asked for in the letter referred to 
above. 


President Smith read a letter from 


the French Commissioner, relating 
further to the proposed coming to the 
Islands of the two physicians from the 
Pasteur Institute in France for the 
purpose of studying leprosy. He-stat- 
ed that the matter of recompense was 
secondary, and that the main thing 
was whether the Government would 
welcome the savants here. 


Dr. Wood said that the committe ap- 


pointed had instructed Dr. Alvarez to 
call on the French Commissioner for 
the purpose of assuring him that the 
savants would be very welcome, and 
that the Board of Health would do all 
within its power consistent with the 
means at hand to help them in their 
investigations. 


President Smith said that the visit- 


ors could be helped in the matter of 
supplies, that they could be given the 
visitor's house at the leper settlement 
and that other things could be done for 
them. 


Dr. Alvarez told of his call on the 


French Commissioner, saying that he 
had told him the Government could 
not pay the expenses of the physicians. 
The welcome of the Government was 
assured. 
M. Vossion seemed well sat- 


- isfied, and said he would lay the mat- 


ter before the Pasteur Institute. 


T. F. Lansing reported on the In-

The situation is critical, and I don't 


see any way of properly relieving it 
short of building a new ward of strong 
cells. 
Something could 
be accom- 


plished by weeding out a number of 
chronic Idiots and harmless cases. 
That ought to be done at once, but it 
will not relieve the situation much, be- 
cause the pressing need is for more 
strong rooms for the violently Insane, 
such cases as cannot be put into a 
general ward, like Ward No. 2. 


Several such cases are now obliged 


to spend the nights In the chairs used 
for refractory patients. 


Nothing short of another building, 


with separate cells will meet the re- 
quirements, as they should be met. 


If, however, that Is Impossible at the 


present time, I would suggest restor- 
ing the separate cells in Ward No. 2, 
walling in the eating pavilion and 
converting that into a dormatory for 
harmless cases, and erecting a new eat- 
ing room on the other side of the 
kitchen. 


These changes could probably be 


made for less money than would be re- 
quired to put up a new building, and 
might serve to tide us over until we 
can put up a handsome new ward, with 
accommodations for 40 or 50 patients, 
similar to Ward No. 4.. 


I will not be here at the next meet- 


ing of the Board, but any decision that 
you and Dr. Wood may come to in the 
matter, or any recommendation you 
may make I will indorse.

Opponents of the construction of 


the .Nicaragua canal seem to think 
they have won a point in the fail- 
ure of the Kiel ship canal to come 
up to the expectations of the pro- 
moters. When that waterway con- 
necting the Baltic and North seas 
was built it was assumed that a cer- 
tain per cent of all the traffic 
up the Baltic would make use of 
the uimortunity offered for short- 
ening distance.

nearest fixed star, the length of the arc 
as measured by the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, is 111 feet in error, and accordftig 
to the radius of the same parallel as 
fixed by Sir Andrew Clarke of Glasgow 
University, the error is 981-2 feet. But 
General Duffleld, superintendent of the 
survey, declares that these variations 
from the heretofore established stand- 
ards show errors In them, and not in the- 
calculation of his scientists. 


The value and vastness of the work 


Just accomplished cannot be IntelligenUy 
appreciated by the unscientific mind. It 
was inaugurated by the survey officials, 
nearly if not quite a century ago. Pro- 
gress upon it has been spasmodic, but 
but some work was done every year 
since th« beginning. It has. cost the 
Government about $1,000,000, but the ex- 
penditure is said by the officials to be 
fully justified by the Importance of the- 
project. Russia and China are the oaly 
countries on the globe where a base line 
of anything like equal magnitude is pos- 
sible, and in neither one is it likely to 
be surveyed for many years. The long- 
est base line heretofore surveyed was 
that in India, running north and south, 
about a thousand miles In length. Eu-

ESCAPED FROMJAIL 


Pat Cullen Under Sen- 


tence For Murder. 


Said to Have Gone to Kauai on 


Waialeale-Reward Offered 


For Capture, 


The police department was notified 


shortly before 6 o'clock last night of 
the escape, of Pat Cullen from Oahu 
Jail. Only the most meagre informa- 
tion could be obtained last night, as 
the officials or guards at the jail de- 
clined to give any information, prefer- 
ring rather to go on a still hunt for 
the escape than to give the matter 
publicity. 


Rumor has It that Cullen, who was 


a trusty at the prison and engaged out- 
side the walls, failed to answer to bis 
name when called at 6 o'clock. How 
long he had been away when the dis- 
covery was made Is not known, but it 
is supposed he had been absent about 
an hour. Search began at once and 
•within a half hour the prisoner's strip- 
ed suit was found, showing that he 
had assistance in his escape. 


The clerk at the station was quite as 


reticent as the guards at the jail. He 
would say only that a prisoner had 
escaped. Information was communi- 
cated to the Marshal about 7 o'clock 
that Cullen was seen talking to a well 
known young man on Sunday for about 
three hours, and yesterday at 3 p. m. 
he was again In conversation with him 
outside the walls. 


The Marshal communicated with the 


young man, but It was Impossible to 
learn last night the nature of the In- 
formation, if any was secured. It is 
probable that Cullen will conceal him- 
self somewhere in the mountains until 
such time as he can escape from the 
country on an outgoing vessel. This 
may not be difficult to accomplish, as 
several instances of the kind have oc- 
curred within the last few years. 


Cullen was convicted of killing a Chi- 


naman in Koolau about two years ago 
and was sentenced to imprisonment at 
hard labor for five years. His conduct 
at the prison has been faultless, and as 
a reward for his behavior he was made 
a trusty and given the usual privileges. 
His home Is in TCoolau, but it is not 
considered probable that he will visit 
that locality. 


There is, as yet, no clew to the 


whereabouts of Pat Cullen, the man 
who escaped from Oahu Jail on Tues- 
day. It was first thought that he took 
passage on one of the Kauai boats, 
which left about 5 o'clock, but this is 
now doubted and preference is given to 
the belief that he left on the Claudine 
for Maui, believing he could secure 
passage for the United States from that 
point. 


On the other hand, a schooner, which 


usually ties up in the harbor for long 
stretches of time, has been absent for 
several days. 
A water-front 
man, 


who expressed the opinion the other 
day that the schooner had gone out 
for opium, now thinks there Is a con- 
nection between Cullens' absence and 
the departure of the schooner, advanc- 
ing the idea that Cullen could have 
gone off in a small boat, after the man- 
ner of Arthur Featherstone, two years 
ago, and Joined the schooner some- 
where outside. 
In this case he will 


probably not be heard from until he 
reaches a foreign port. 


Cullen has plenty of friends here, 


and what Is still better, money, and 
between the two he will have little dif- 
ficulty in keeping clear of the police. 


Now that it is quite definitely set- 


tled that Pat Cullen has gone to Kauai, 
the question arises, will the police be 
able to get him. He had twenty hours 
ahead of the messenger who followed 
after him, and unless he lingers too 
long in Hanalel, he has had ample time 
to reach his wife's stopping place In 
Kalanlau Valley, and once there, with 
all the friends he has In the neighbor- 
hood, he will be as safe as Koolau. 


Persons who came from Kauai yes- 


terday state they heard nothing of his 
arrival, but as he was not looked for. 
this is not surprising. With Marshal 
Brown on that Island, Gillian will have 
little chance of eluding the police, un- 
less, as has been stated, he baa gone 
Into the Valley. 


It Is understood that he had with 


him a knife and a hatchet when he 
left the Jail, but the latter Implement 


was found somewhere near his prison 
clothing; the knife he carried with 
him, and if he should find his wife, as 
reported, living with another man. 
there may be another murder to chron- 
icle. 


Yesterday Deputy Marshal Hitchcock 


put up the following poster, but It is 
not considered that the small reward 
offered will tempt anyone to go into 
the Valley to look for him. Mr. Cul- 
len might become angered at being 
intruded upon, and when he is angry, 
the poster says, he Is very desperate.

PATRICK CULLEN, born at Waia- 


hole, Oahu, a half caste, but skin very 
white, like a foreigner, black 
hair, 


grey eyes, 5 feet 9% inches in height, 
married, 28 years of age; convicted of 
Manslaughter, Third Degree, before 
Circuit Court, First District, 13th day 
of May, 1895. Full build, rawbone, 
weighs 156 pounds, stands erect, thin, 
square face; high forehead, sunken 
cheeks, prominent cheek bones, me- 
dium sharp nose, large mouth, good, 
sound teeth; medium-sized ears, large, 
broad chin; thick neck, low, coarse 
voice; speaks rapidly, Jovial tempera- 
ment, boyish ways, small lump on right 
arm, small scar on right instep; also, 
one on left instep; walks with swing- 
ing gait and takes long strides; left 
arm and hand crippled, being short and 
shrivelled; carries crippled hand con- 
cealed in pants pocket and sometimes 
conceals same by folding his arms; 
when angered, very desperate. 


Beard shaved off at time of escape; 


probably mustache, too.

Accident Thought to Have Been 


Caused by E x t r e m e l y Heavy 


Rains of Previous Day. 


The steamer Kauai brought the news 


yesterday of an accident on Makaweli 
plantation, which nearly resulted in 
the death of four persons. 


It was between 6 and 7 o'clock last 


Wednesday morning, and the smallest 
engine, in charge of H. Nunn, the en- 
gineer, and V. Hermansen, the fire- 
man, had started out toward the camp 
after the laborers. On the locomotive, 
together with the engineer and fireman, 
were the brakeman and J. Ogilvie, the 
assistant head luna. 


Just as the "Horshoe Curve" was 


reached, the locomotive jumped the 
track and turned completely over, al- 
most pinning the men inside the cab. 


H. Nunn, the engineer, was pretty 


badly shaken up, but sustained no se- 
rious injuries. 
The brakeman was cut 


about the wrist, and J. Ogilvie received 
some pretty 
severe scratches. The 


most seriously injured was V. Herman- 
sen, the fireman, who received two 
ugly cuts in the forehead. 


The locomotive was pretty badly used 


up. The cab was smashed and the wa- 
ter tank was wrenched away complete- 
ly. Fortunately there were no cars 
attached to the locomotive, or the 
smash-up would probably have been 
very much worse. 


The men were got out of the wreck 


and made comfortable. 


J. Scott, the chief engineer, and J. 


Blackie, the steam plow man, got to 
the scene as soon as possible, righted 
the locomotive and put it on the track 
again. 


The accident was thought to have 


been caused by the heavy rains of the 
previous day making the track un- 
steady in certain places. 


It was a matter of surprise to the 


plantation people that the men on the 
locomotive were not more seriously in- 
jured. 


NATIVE SAILOR

on the steamer Kauai, met with a very 
serious accident between 12 and 
o'clock yestwday. 


The sailors were engaged in landing 


two large Durham bulls from the Kau- 
ai. and "Punaluu" was taking a very 
active pan in the operations. 


While tht last of the animals was 


being taken off and the rope was being 
slacked away. "Punaluu" forgot him- 
self and Leic c n a little too long, his 
right hand gttvng caught In the snatch 
block. 


All this was dene In the shortest pos- 


sible time, and before the poor sailor 
was fully awart of the fact his hand 
was in a frightfully mutilated condi- 
tion. 


The third finger was simply pulled 


completely off his hand, and the mid- 
dle finger wa? hanging by a piece of 
flesh and skin alone. 


"Punaluu" stood the pain very well 


and didn't even flinch on the way up 
to the hospital with Captain Bruhn. 
Here he was placed immediately in the 
care of a jiby?irian and his injuries at- 
tended to.

ST. LOUIS, Oct. 20.— The immense 


floor space in the Auditorium Is cover- 
ed with street cars, trucks and all man- 
ner of modern vehicles on exhibition 
at the fifteenth annual convention of 
the American Street Railway Associa- 
tion, which began this morning. This 
Is the greatest exhibition of Its kind 
ever given in this country.

Business is Brisk 'Mong 


Coffee Planters. 


Work on Government Road Goes 


oil Fairly Well-Laborers 


Ask More Money. 


KAILUA, 
Hawaii, Nov. 
L' —"The 


voice of Kona has not been h^ard In 
the land" for some time, but it bpeaks 
again. 


Business of all kinds is brisk here. 


Every tradesman willing to work, and 
every laborer can find employment. All 
the mules and strong horses with wag- ! 
ons and dump carts are engaged either 
in hauling or at work upon the roads. 
The coffee planters are as busy as 
possible harvesting their crops. The 
facilities for hulling and drying are as 
yet very crude, and along the upper 
Government road all through the dis- 
trict can be seen hand pulpers at work 
and board drying trays full of coffee 
drying in the sun. Most planters are 
at a disadvantage In the matter of 
water for washing the coffee after it Is 
pulped. Doubtless another year will 
see them with the means of handling 
their crops with better facility. 


Had the Hawaiian Coffee and Tea 


Company's mill been on the road in- 
stead of half way down to the beach, 
and very inaccessible, many of the 
planters would have sent their coffee 
to them to be prepared for market. As 
it is, some have already done so. 


The Hawaiian- Coffee and Tea Com- 


pany Is shipping the crop by every stea- 
mer. It is turning out well. One man 
is shipping his in the cherry, half dried. 
This is unfortunate, as the coffee pack- 
ed in 'bags, unless milled immediately 
on arrival in Honolulu, will soon mil- , 
dew.

One is needed there badly, and the man i 
of capital who gets there first has the j 
field to himself for a few years at least. ; 


Work is progressing on the new Gov- 


ernment road, but at rather a slow pace. 
M. F. Scott is building half a mile near 
Holualoa, and Mr. Wait is overseeing 
a mile at the plantation entrance. Ow- 
ing to a misunderstanding about wages, 
the gang of men at work for Mr, Wait 
struck, and his work, which was going 
along finely, has been delayed.

In 1S91 she made the quickest 
sailing voyage from Hong Kong to San 
Francisco ever recorded, doing the dis- 
tance In thirty-one days.—San Francisco 
Chronicle. 


Big British Cruiser Launched. 
GLASGOW, Oct. 21.—The new British 


cruiser Diadem was successfully launched 
here today. She Is a ship of U.,000 tons, 
405 feet long, and the contracts for her 
construction require her to show a rate 
of speed equal to twenty and one-quarter 
knots an hour. The armament of the 
Diadem will enable her to flre 1,000 pounds 
of shot per minute.i^ 


A New British Ship. 


The latest important addition to the 


British navy is the Caesar, which has 
Just been launched. Its principal di- 
mensions are. Length between per- 
pendiculars, 390 feet; extreme breadth, 
75 feet; mean draught of -water, 27 feet 
6 inches; displacement 
when 
fully 


equipped, about 15,000 tons. She will 
be fitted with twin screws, each driven 
by an independent set of vertical triple 
expansion engines, capable of working 
up to a total of 12,000 horse power for 
the two sets of engines. With this 
horse power a speed of about 18 knots 
•will be realized. Provision is made for 
stowing 2250 tons. 


Her protective armor varies in thick- 


ness from 6 Inches to 14 inches. It con- 
sists of steel carbonized by the Harvey 
process. Two masts will be fitted with 
fighting tops and carrying 3-pounder 
quick-firing guns. Eighteen boats will 
be carried, including four steamboats. 
Three of this latter, fitted for discharg- 
ing 14-inch Whitehead torpedoes, will 
be capable of acting independently of 
the ship for torpedo attack. 


The main armament will consist of 


four 
12-inch 
breech-loading 
guns, 


twelve 6-inch quick-firing guns and 
sixteen 12-pounder 12-hundred-weight 
quick-firing guns. The armament will 
be completed by twelve 
3-pounder 


quick-firing guns in the fighting tops 
of the masts, two 12-pounder 8-hun- 
dred-weight quick-firing boat and field 
guns, and eight 45-calibre Maxim guns. 
Twenty-two torpedoes will be carried, 
which ran be fired from four submerg- 
ed tubes two forward and two aft. and 
onp aho\p water tube at the stern. 
Upon completion the Caesar •will be 
rommissioned with a complement of
